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CHAPTER I 


ASTROLOGY AND THE IcE AGES 


es is the science of the influences of the planetary 
bodies and the Zodiacal signs, and the Zodiacal signs represent 
twelve constellations or groups of stars in the sky which surround the 
ecliptic, or path of the earth. How do we know that the planets 
affect the earth and its inhabitants? First, by strict observation, and 
second, by analogous reasoning. For instance, a person born at 12 
noon will be different in looks, shape, and fortune from one born at 
12 midnight, and what has happened over and over again in the past 
under the same cod conditions, will in all probability happen 
again. As.the saying goes, history repeats itself. And as the sun has 
more influence on the earth than all the other planets, every person 
born under the same sign or while the sun is passing through one sign 
will have a great many of the same characteristics, although they do 
vary, depending upon the exact position of the sun, moon and all the 
other planets at the exact time of birth, which influence is more or 
less due to magnetism and gravitation, or planetary rays. 
Astrology is the oldest science known to man. It is the mother of 
astronomy, which is accepted as an exact science the world over. No 
other science has ever stood as delicate a test as astronomy, which 
proves through the law of gravitation the greatest and most far- 
reaching discovery ever made in science. Every particle of matter 
in the universe attracts every other particle with a force which is in 
proportion to the product of their masses and which varies inversely 
as to the squares of their distance apart. It relates every particle in 
the universe to every other particle. If the position of any mass in 
the whole universe changes, the force which it exerts upon every other 
particle in the universe is changed. According to the law, force de- 
pends upon the distance. If a person moves, the gravitational force 
reaching out from him to the two farthest bodies is changed, and as 
now believed, every mental activity is accompanied by a physical 
change in the brain. Then every thought is accompanied by a change 
of gravitational force throughout the universe. Of course, these 
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changes are exceedingly minute, and may be, for all practical pur- 
poses, entirely neglected. ‘The point of interest here is the fact of 
their existence, and man is but a part of the universe. 

The twelve signs of the Zodiac represent the physical framework 
of man; or, in other words, the human being is but a vessel of 
breath, motion, and vibration, played upon by magnetic and planetary 
currents, solar fluids, active thought currents, light and sound waves, 
all of which we are more or less susceptible to according to the posi- 
tions of the sun, moon, and planets at birth. A chart of the twelve 
symbols of the Zodiac was introduced to the Egyptians by a race of 
people that was older than themselves, which they freely admit. 
Nothing has as yet been unearthed by archaeologists or revealed by 
scientific research that has thrown any definite light as to when the 
symbols of the Zodiac were designed. Its origin is so old that it is 
lost in the mists of antiquity and fades into the ages of an antedi- 
luvian world. 

We find that the great pyramids of Egypt, one of the Seven 
Wonders of the World, and the lost city in the State of Nevada, 
U.S.A., that science has lately uncovered, will safely take us back to 
the Gemini Age, six thousand years B.C. When the world left the 
_ constellation Gemini we had a civilization far surpassing our present 
generation in all the human characteristics such as kindness, un- 
selfishness, and brotherly love. But the passing of the world through 
the bestial constellation, Taurus, brought sensual gratifications and 
the predominance of brutal instinct. ‘Then came Aries, the Ram, 
and Rameses reigned. Christ came as the Lamb at the end of this 
constellation, and chose two fishermen, Pisces. Pisces has been all 
that the world needed to bring about its destruction, and now we are 
at the end of the most selfish constellation of the twelve, and in the 
throes of a great change. 

The sign of the fish, Pisces, is setting. The sign of man is rising. 
It is an age when selfishness must vanish and the truth must come 
out. Humanity and brotherly love will prevail in a few years to 
come. Aquarius is an air sign or constellation, which represents a 
spiritual age, and the world will remain in this age for two thousand 
and one hundred years. 

This celestial globe has travelled for countless ages. Geologists 
tell us of the great ice ages that our earth has gone through. In all 
corners of the earth, from the fiords of Norway to the fiords of New 
Zealand, America, Switzerland, Africa, South America, Australia, 
India, and North and Central Europe, geologists tell us the story 
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of the five great ice ages of the past. It was an ice age that brought 
to an end the fearsome reign of the reptiles, the dinosaur and like 
_ armored dragons, by freezing them out, and that brought about con- 
ditions favorable for the growth of birds, mammals, etc., that were 
better able to resist the rigor of a period of prolonged chill. Through 
the agency of the ice ages, many: species disappeared from the earth 
that had flourished in the golden age of the interglacial epochs. And 
perhaps the ice ages made it possible for the coming of man. Without 
the ice. ages, the forms and species of life that now exist on our planet 
might be very different from what they are today. 

Scientists have long been puzzled. over the cause of the ice ages. 
Astronomers of today consider the ice ages to be the effect upon our 
planet of the passage of the solar system through vast clouds of 
meteoric dust particles, or cosmic dust, as it is called. And great 
clouds of this meteoric dust can be seen millions of miles away. Our 
sun and his planet family are speeding onward through space at the 
rate of twelve miles per second. Whether our sun is traveling in a 
closed curve in one corner of space, or onward through the Milky 
Way system of stars, sooner or later it is bound to pass through some 
of the clouds of fine meteoric dust which shut off the sun’s rays, and 
this would account for the ice ages of the past; and as the world is 
now entering the Aquarius Age, some great changes will take place 
upon our earth. 

Man must lift his head above prejudice, and investigate the 
hidden laws within, as well as the great universe about us. For long 
years the simple truth of astrology has been clouded and almost lost 
amidst the idolatry and corrupt religious practices of the early 
civilization of the far eastern hemisphere, and much of its original 
teachings were forgotten.

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CHAPTER III 


ScIENCE AND Its MISTAKES 


EDICAL science discovered that the body was built on trillions 

of germ cells, which is a proven fact. All living creatures are 
built through the same process. Medical science has tried many 
methods in order to determine the ascent and progress of man, and 
has taught that the characteristics and talents are hereditary, only 
coming from ancestors or parents—that what our ancestors were, is 
what we are. This may be well enough to the extent of material or 
matter, as German scientists of late have traced man back down 
through the ages to a single germ cell. Blood relation, of course, 
cannot be denied, but when it comes to the features and charac- 
teristics, heredity is certainly an exploded science. 

This statement is proven by all that have become awakened 
to the influence of our great universe. Environment also plays a 
large part in the makeup of man. For instance, we will use whatever 
language may be used in the country we are living in, or we will take 
part in the same pleasures or habits of our associates. This may be 
called environment. We may call the magnetic currents and solar 
rays that come from the planets in our great universe, environment, 
as these great forces cause us to change from time to time as we travel 
through life. Persons born five minutes apart will be under different 
planetary influences. ‘These forces that are in power at birth and 
which are stamped on man from the first breath, may be twisted and 
turned, but can never be totally destroyed. Because of mind, man 
may change through education and environment to some extent, but 
through these compelling forces he will travel down the road that 
nature has laid for him, which is the road of evolution, 

Evolution must not be misunderstood, as it is a part of a natural 
law, which all living things and all forms of matter must undergo 
in order to reach their state of perfection. The evolution of matter 
or form was discovered before the birth of Darwin, born in the 
year 1809, but was not accepted byscientists until after the Darwin 
theory was written, late in the nineteenth century. 
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We find that insanity to some degree is traced to heredity, in the 
case of marriages between close relations. Such has happened in the 
southern states frequently. Where there was any trace of insanity 
in the family it gave a double opportunity for it to come to the 
surface in their offspring, and they will live to a greater extent on 
the material plane of life. But no one would expect an abundance 
of grain when planted on non-fertile soil, If planted when the moon 
is passing through a fertile sign such as Cancer or Scorpio, a great 
improvement will be seen, but if planted while the moon is in 
Gemini or Leo it will prove a total failure. 

The same is true of children. When born of parents who are 
close biood relations under good planetary conditions, children have 
proven to be very intelligent, but if badly aspected by malefic planets 
they will go to excess in all that is evil. Environment adds greatly 
here. 

Heredity may be used in two cases—first, from our ancestors, 
and second, from the planetary forces of our great universe, or we 
may call the latter environment. 

To make the matter clear to my readers, I will mention the nine 
elements of man, and state where they ascended from.

Second is electricity ruled by Mars.

Man. Man is also connected with the Zodiac signs, or the twelve 
constellations which surround the ecliptic or path of the earth. The 
power of the great fixed stars with their relation to the planets of our 
universe, causes him to change from time to time on up through the 
different stages of evolution. Little has one thought of the great part 
these heavenly bodies have had to play in God’s great plan to bring 
men to a divine point, and they still have a mightier part to play.

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CHAPTER IV 


CAUSE OF CRIME 


HEN and where did crime and evil commence? No one knows. 
Probably long before the coming of man, or before Mother Earth 
became a home for living creatures. It may have almost vanished 
somewhere along the evolutionary journey, and this vanishing point 
will come again, perhaps in the Aquarian Age which we are now en- 
tering, or it may linger until the world has reached the age of Libra, 
when all will be justice, ten thousand years from now. About every 
two thousand years there is a beginning of a new Era, or Age. Christ 
came as a new teacher at the end of the Aries Age, or the beginning 
of Pisces, the age when his teachings were much needed. But they 
were twisted and turned, and have been badly abused by many who 
have attempted to use them, as their motto has only been for material 
or selfish gain. ‘This will continue, but in some ages in a milder form, 
until life upon this earth is no more. 

To make this matter clear to the reader, let us trace the cause of 
crime to insanity. History and records show that there are many 
forms of insanity. Some have reached it through religion, others 
through inventions, some through greed for.gold, some through self- 
abuse, others through occultism of some form or other. To get to 
the cause we must go back to the beginning where there is a trace of 
insanity in the ancestors. It is found to live in the germ cells and is 
passed on to the offspring, and may be strengthened or weakened at 
the birth of the individual due to planetary influences upon the 
mentality. When there are more evil powers in force at birth than 
good, they will weaken the mind, and continued concentration on 
any one subject will cause insanity to break its boundaries and spring 
forth to the surface. In all cases of criminals, murderers, etc., it 
is handed down by those who have gone before, and strengthened 
through environment, and is only a part of God’s plan to bring man 
to a point of perfection—in other words, teaching him through ex- 
perience.

W. Griffith produced the greatest and most exciting motion picture 
which had been produced up to that time. This picture was taken 
from the novel entitled ‘“The Clansman,” written by Thomas Dixon, 
Jr., and published in the year 1905. Its thrills brought back me- 
mories of the past, and in the year 1915 the Clansmen were reor- 
ganized. 

This merely goes to prove that there is a cause for everything 
and a reaction to everything, and there are many great truths to be 
given for which man is not yet ready. Here we may recall that 
what has happened in the past will in some future time happen again. 
Nothing has ever occurred supernaturally or by accident. What 
often appears to be the m: * extraordinary phenomena can always 
be traced to some chemical or planetary cause. Astronomers predict 
eclipses, the coming of comets, and all celestial movements. Meteor~ 
ologists predict blizzards and other electrical disturbances. Astro- 
logy, which is an exact science, has been badly neglected and mis- 
treated by selfishness, fake fortune-tellers, religion and dishonest 
people, but any honest astrologer can predict events that are destined 
to take place in a person’s life, from the knowledge that what has 
happened will happen again, which is based upon planetary influences 
that govern mankind. 

As the earth on its orbit around the sun passes through many 
different currents of solar fluid, causing a great diversity in tem- 
permanent, disposition and character, every hour of the day produces 
a different type of human character. Many scientists, lawyers, doc- 
tors, and clergymen are investigating this wonderful science today, 
and no intelligent person can or will scoff or ignore the influence of 
the celestial bodies.

CHAPTER V 


ARIES 
(The Ram)

RIES is a fire sign, and the first sign of the fire trinity, It is 

symbolized by the ram, and ruled by the planet Mars, the planet 
of energy. This sign marks the vernal equinox, the time when the sun 
crosses the equator on its journey north as it appears from the earth. 
But owing to the precession of the equinox, or the gradual shifting of 
the earth on its axis, the Pisces constellation is gradually becoming a 
northern constellation and it is this precession that is bringing the 
world into the Aquarian Age which the writer frequently refers to. 
The last of the winter months have passed, and it is a time when 
nature renews itself. ‘The waters are filled with living creatures; the 
birds are travelling north; the streams are beginning to flow; and 
there seems to be a new life and a new spirit lingering about every 
living creature. 

This spirit of life can well be seen in all the children of Aries, 
who possess great character and are gifted with vigor, energy, and ex- 
ecutive ability. In the physical body this sign rules over the head and . 
face, and the intellectual powers are strongly marked. There are two 
types of people found in this sign. The first is tall, with well propor- 
tioned shoulders and powerful frame, usually auburn hair, and large 
blue eyes. ‘This type is attracted toward religion and intellectual 
pursuits. The other type is very slender, of swarthy complexion, with 
a quick, penetrating eye, usually black or brown, and is very wiry 
and restless. Most Aries people have heavy eyebrows, pointed fea- 
tures, and often warts or moles on the face. This is due to the 
influence of Mars. The natural flower of Aries is the daisy, its 
birthstone is the diamond or sapphire, its astral colors white and rose 
pink, 

Mars is the ruling planet, and gives its subjects great courage, 
confidence, and determination. "They know no fear or opposition, 
and swing through life overriding all obstacles. These people are 
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unequalled in earnestness and determination, and many of the world’s 
greatest leaders were born in this sign. They are natural com- 
manders, and usually dominate all about them. They like to lay out 
their own work and do it in their own way, and should never be 
interfered with, as interference of others often causes them to fly into 
a rage and to abandon their undertakings. But Aries people have 
abundance of self-confidence, and seldom, if ever, get discouraged. 
They are natural leaders, and feel that they should be at the head of 
affairs. ‘They have a keen sense of justice, and when in positions of 
authority are seldom, if ever, one-sided, and with all their natural 
desire to rule and command are generous, gentle, noble and kind, 
very magnetic, and progressive. When in positions of control, they

.As a rule they do not like detail work, but display great originality 
and often spend a great deal of their time in working out new plans 
and ideas, They are good in mathematics, and the best scholars. 

Many secret powers are possessed by Aries people. They under- 
stand that man is the highest type of all life, and that one can be 
affected by other lives, and they know that personal influence is a 
powerful factor in human life. Many of them are interested in occult 
and metaphysical studies. When these people are awakened to the 
wonderful qualities within them, they then become giants of force 
and power. They make excellent scholars, are brilliant conversa- 
tionalists and attract a listening ear. They have very active minds, 
are never at a loss for a change of conversation, can converse on any 
subject and love to entertain their friends. “They are often found to 
have highly developed intuitive powers, and many spiritual healers 
are found in this sign.

They can 
often sense the feelings of others without exchanging a single word, 
and are often interested in the uplift of humanity. As a rule they are 
square and honest and will die fighting for a principle. They stay by 
their friends to the last, and the more people criticize them the better 
they like them. They love to entertain their friends. They are 
lovers of dancing and music, always dress well, and oiten appear to 
be wealthier than they really are, which may be accounted for by their 
commanding appearance. 

Aries people are very good-hearted and always ready to help 
those in distress. They are interested in politics, but are not the best 
of politicians on account of their fiery temper; but when they enter 
public welfare they are bitter in their attacks and will pursue them 
until they have achieved their desires. They enter every battle to 
win, and never acknowledge defeat, but if they should lose, disappoint- 
ment is very great. 

These people should seek their own hearts for all evil, and then 
quietly and silently cast it out. If they wish to enter upon the path 
of power, they must live in the eternal, and then there is no limit to 
their greatness. It is very hard to deceive an Aries person, once he 
has recognized his power of intuition.

Four thousand 
years ago this sign marked the vernal equinox where Pisces stands 
today. “Taurus was the prominent sign, the leader and ruler of the 
other signs. It was symbolized by the bull, and Taurus stood for 
strength, which is also the meaning of those monstrous, human- 
headed bulls that guard the ancient palaces of Assyria. It is the 
sign of St, Andrew, one of the twelve apostles. The banks of 
the Nile and the unclouded skies, the stillness of the starry nights 
of the desert, and the lofty tower temples of Chaldea afforded op- 
portunities for the study of the heavens, and it is no wonder that 
the early form of religion was star worship. 

Taurus is the night house of Venus. It is a feminine sign. 
Its birthstone is the emerald or cornelian, its natal flower the haw- 
thorn, its astral colors red and lemon yellow. People born under 
this sign are remarkable in many respects. They are kind, gentle, 
often very generous, and overload themselves with the burdens of 
others. "They are continually thinking about helping others, and 
often become miserable because they cannot help humanity more 
than they do. Money to them is of no value only for the good it 
will do, and because of their generous impulses they are often im- 
posed upon by a tale of woe.

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GEMINI 
(The Twins)

EMINI is a mutable, airy, masculine, barren sign, ruled by Mer- 
cury. Mercury is a small planet, very little larger than the 
moon. It is called the Winged Messenger of the Gods, and represents 
in its highest and separate influence, the thinker, or the mind ruler. 
Mercury being the ruling planet of this sign, it bestows upon its sub- 
jects a vivacious temperament and a sparkling wit. Among the 
early Christians this sign was used as the mystic emblem of Christ 
and His redeemed. In the physical body this sign rules or governs 
the hands, arms, shoulders, lungs, and nervous system. Beryl, 
aquamarine and dark blue stones are the gems of Gemini; its natal 
flower is the trailing arbutus; and its astral colors red, blue, and 
white. This constellation gets its name from the twin stars, Castor 
and Pollux, which are nearly the same size and about 4.5 degrees 
apart. Castor is receding from us, while Pollux is approaching the 
earth at the rate of fifty miles per second. It is from these stars 
that Gemini subjects get their dual personality and restless dis- 
position. 

People born under this sign belong in the realm of the intellect, 
and their emphatically marked characteristic is their extreme ver- 
satility. A true Gemini person is a remarkable individual, and 
some of the most wonderful people in the world were born in this 
sign. Gemini people must learn to control their double nature. They 
are happy and unhappy all at the same time.

CANCER 
(The Crab) 


June 22 to July 23 


ANCER is a movable, watery sign, ruled by the moon. It is a 

cardinal or mental sign and comes at the head of the water tripli- 
city. It is fruitful and feminine, and comes at the time of year when 
all nature isa mother. ‘The animal world is full of nursing mothers; 
the birds have lost their song of the mating season and are feeding 
and training their young. Physically this sign rules cver the breast 
and lungs. ‘The feminine characteristics are strongly marked, and 
Cancer people are lovers of home and children, and even the chil- 
dren are lovers of pets and delight in rearing and training them. In 
spite of the love for domestic life that these people have, however, the 
home is often filled with trouble. ‘The moon being the ruling planet 
of this sign, it gives them a very changeable nature. They are ex- 
tremely sensitive and often go through life without being under- 
stood, and sometimes do not understand themselves. 

Physically, Cancer people are of average height, with well shaped 
shoulders and a well developed chest, and they often become fleshy 
after reaching middle age. They usually have blue eves and round 
features, with light hair, while some have slender features with a sad 
and melancholy expression.

bolized by the virgin. In the Catholic church this sign is rep- 
presented by the Virgin Mary, and in determining its characteristics 
you have only to consider the traits of ideal maidenhood, for all 
the attractivness of a girl just blooming into womanhood finds ex- 
pression in this beautiful sign. Virgo also represents the hidden 
fire of the earth. People born in this sign are remarkable for their 
methodical habits. In the physical body Virgo rules over the bowels 
and solar plexus. 

People born under this sign are as a rule of average height, with

The women of this sign often lose articles and are careless with 
their clothes and belongings. ‘These people cannot bear to be criti- 
cized or found fault with, no matter how much they are in the 
wrong, and they can often tell by intuition that people see their 
faults, and in consequence will become very miserable. 

Libra people can overcome all these weaknesses by learning not to 
think so much of themselves, or rather, not to think so much of what 
others think of them. By so doing they will overcome worry and 
nervousness. They must learn to think for themselves. and to think 
carefully before taking sides with a new cause or reform.

HE name Scorpio is ominous and suggests a fatal sting, but that 
4 by no means exhausts its meaning. ‘This is'the most powerful of | 
the twelve signs. It is a watery, feminine sign, ruled by Mars, and in 
all ancient symbolism the serpent stood for wisdom and physical 
power. The serpent is represented as the tempter of Eve, and as a 
punishment it lost its wings and was doomed to crawl on its belly. 
But there is no such living form in the animal creation. These un- 
canny, prehistoric flying reptile forms are to be found embedded in 
the rocks of the reptile age which flourished in the golden ages long 
before the coming of man but perished in the great ice ages of the 
past. 

Scorpio is the most brilliant constellation of all. In fact, it is 
the finest and most beautiful constellation that can be seen in our 
latitude, and can easily be recognized by the fiery red, first magni- 
tude star Antares, which in light-giving power is equal to 900 suns 
such as our own.

HIS is the dark mysterious sign of the earth, and the first sign of 

the winter months. Old Sol has completed his journey south as 
he appears from the earth; cold winter has come with her keen, 
cutting breath ; the lingering leaves have gone to rest and are waiting 
for their blanket of snow; and the long lingering nights of solitude 
and meditation are now at hand. Capricorn is the last of the earth 
triplicity. It is a negative sign and rules the knees, and is therefore 
not a vital sign, but is the chief power of locomotion and is what 
causes the world to move. It is ruled by Saturn, the planet of fate 
and destiny, which, when well aspected, gives its subjects great 
powers of deep and serious thought. Its birthstone is the garnet, its 
flower the snowdrop, and its astral colors silver, gray, and black.

This sign represents the age we are living in today, one of the 
twelve ages, and covering a period of twenty-six thousand years, The 
world is now passing from the Pisces Age, the darkest of all ages, and 
entering a spiritual age, a time when the higher forces will rule the 
animal nature that is often strongly portrayed in man.

‘They are 
fine looking people, have well shaped heads, and are of a mental 
type, dignified, and with a wholesome, healthy, and robust nature. 
Aquarius people are among the strongest and the weakest in the 
world. They can rise to the highest heights or be utter failures. To 
what extent they may go lies within themselves, for they can make 
themselves what they wish. They are naturally endowed with great 
possibilities, and it is entirely their own fault if they don’t succeed. 

One great fault with Aquarius people is that they are not suf- 
ficiently self-reliant. They will earnestly seek advice from others, to 
which they pay not the slightest attention.

HE sign Pisces denotes a deep-hidden love nature and is the last 

sign of the water triplicity. This sign, beginning February 19 
and ending March 21, marks the vernal equinox. According to as- 
tronomy the constellation Pisces is the first Zodiacal constellation, and 
contains the point where the sun crosses the equator. From this point 
the right ascension of all stars is reckoned. The plane of the earth’s 
equator slowly shifts on account of the attraction of the moon and 
the sun on the earth’s equatorial bulge. This causes the axis of the 
earth to point continually in different directions. On account of the 
precession of the equinoxes the position of the pole of the sky is con- 
tinually changing. It describes a circle whose radius is 23.5 degrees 
and whose center is the pole of the ecliptic, in a period of 26,000 
years. This proves that the world is leaving the Piscean Age and now 
entering the Aquarian Age. This circle which the celestial pole 
describes passes very near the star Vega, a first magnitude star in the 
Lyra constellation. In twelve thousand years from now the pole will 
be very near Vega, and at that time this star will be the pole star. 

This sign denotes physically the feet, and mentally the under- 
standing. It rules the last of the winter months, and on the 22nd of 
March the sun enters the sign Aries. These two signs coming 
together in the Zodiac form a circle—the ecliptic or path of the earth 
~——and connect the head and feet of the grand man shown in the 
almanac, each constellation ruling over its respective part of man. 
This sign is ruled by the planets Jupiter and Neptune. Jupiter rules 
the higher mind, philanthropy, the government, long journeys, re- 
ligion, political affairs, and finance. Neptune rules the inner plane 
of nature, corporations, schemes, stocks and shares, secrets, insanity, 
drugs, gases, poison, is peculiarly connected with the seas, and is con- 
sidered a malefic planet. 

In personal appearance Pisces people are below the average 
height, with full round faces, dreamy eyes, usually blue or gray, and 
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inclined to be round-shouldered. Their birthstones are the bloodstone 
and jasper, their flower the violet, and their astral colors white, pink, 
and emerald green. These people are natural lovers, and their love 
is generally high and pure, and often goes out to the world in 
general. Their realm is the kingdom of the soul. They are generally 
honest, and seldom look for dishonesty or deceit in others. They are 
noble, generous, and wish to help all who are in need, and are often 
deceived through having too much faith in human nature. They are 
sometimes deceived by their nearest friends.

Many of these people are subject to the severest 
fits of blues, despondency, and melancholy. This sign ruling over the 
feet, they also suffer from corns, bunions, broken arches, and pains 
in the ankles, and are subject to gout, dropsy, and tumorous affections 
and disorders arising from poor circulation of the blood. Pisces 
being a water sign, they should avoid all stimulating foods and in- 
toxicating drinks, also meats when possible, as they are susceptible to 
contagious diseases and epidemics, so that it is necessary to keep the 
blood pure. They should avoid damp feet when possible, as colds in- 
variably take place through these parts. They should eat plenty of

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CHAPTER XIX 
INFLUENCE OF LUNA, THE Moon 


ROM the attraction of the sun and moon on the equator bulge, 

our tides rise and lower. That the tides are caused by the influ- 
ence of the moon goes without saying, and it follows that the moon 
must also have an influence on the more sensitive things of the earth, 
on the vegetable kingdom, the animal kingdom, and also on man, 
When the moon is full, all vegetation is richest in sap and substance; 
the nuts are rich in oil, and the sugar cane, castor beans, etc., at their 
fullness. It therefore behooves one to collect these crops during the 
time when the moon is full, and persons who have this knowledge 
gain greatly when they make use of it. When the moon is on the 
wane, or going down, then the sap or substance goes into the ground. 

Every man who tills the soil is a laborer in God’s laboratory, and 
should know how to make the most of his work. Electricity is the 
greatest friend of man. In countries where rainfall is depended upon 
for the growth of crops, the ground becomes dry, and a crust forms 
on the surface after a shower of rain. This crust acts as an insulator 
and shuts out the electricity. By cultivating the soil and breaking 
the crust on the surface it gives the moisture a chance to rise. Elec- 
tricity loves moisture, and this element is man’s greatest fertilizer. 


PLANTING 


All vegetables of the tuberous variety, such as potatoes, carrots, 
turnips, radishes, etc., or all vegetables that are intended to produce 
their yield below the ground, should be planted when the moon is on 
the wane, or going down, which will cause them to not only grow 
deeper into the ground, but to produce a larger growth below the - 
ground—in other words, they will grow, to bottoms instead of tops. 
It is always best, however, to plant or sow when the moon is in a 
fruitful sign, such as Cancer, Scorpio, or Pisces, and these favorable 
days can be found from any good almanac. Libra and Taurus are 
favorable for some things, but Cancer is always good, as it is a 


movable, watery sign, and is ruled by the moon. Capricorn is also 
good. 
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Vegetables which grow above the ground, such as beans, lettuce, 
cabbage, etc., should be set or planted just before full moon, but also 
on a good day. Peas will do well planted after full moon, when the 
moon is in a favorable sign. Corn, wheat, and other grains which 
produce their yield above the ground, should be planted when the 
moon is on the increase, or from new moon to full moon. Corn, 
wheat, barley, rye, alfalfa, and millet will do well when the moon is 
in Libra or Capricorn, but remember that Cancer and Scorpio are 
always good. Pisces is also good, as it is ruled by Jupiter, which is 
of great influence. It produces electricity, which is of great import- 
ance. Pisces is a watery sign, and will produce fruit and abundant 
products. Scorpio is watery, and will produce less stalk and more 
grain. It is ruled by the planet Mars, which produces heat and elec- 
tricity. Libra is very good, as it is ruled by Venus, which is a moist 
planet, and when in good aspect to the moon produces clouds and 
rain, and causes everything to germinate and grow quickly. 

Every man who tills the soil should study the basic causes of 
nature’s activity. All growth and germination has its origin in the 
forces of gravity controlled by the earth and moon, and the instruc- 
tions just given are a few of the simple rules which should be ob- 
served by the prudent cultivator wishing to keep in touch with these 
laws: When these laws of nature have been violated, you will find 
that potatoes will grow near the top of the ground, and become sun- 
scorched and burnt, which is also true of carrots, turnips, etc. You 
will also find that where fence posts are set in the ground in coun- 
tries where there is frost in winter, if set when the moon is on the 
wane, the posts will stay set, but if set when the moon is on the 
increase they will heave out of the ground in the spring. Remember 
Solomon has said that there is a time for everything, so keep in touch 
with nature in all things. 


SuRGICAL OPERATIONS 

No surgical operation should be performed on man or beast when 
the moon is in the sign which rules the part of the body on which the 
operation is to be performed. An operation will prove much more 
successful if performed after the moon has passed through the sign 
ruling that part of the body, and will prove best if the moon is on 
the decrease and in Sagittarius, Capricorn, Aquarius, or Pisces, as 
these signs rule the lower limbs and therefore are not in the vital 
parts of the body. - 
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The position of the moon from day to day can be found by 
referring to any good almanac. The reader is cautioned to remem- 
ber that operations should not be performed when the moon is in 
Aries, the sign which rules the head, or Leo, the sign which rules the 
heart, these being two of the most vital parts of the body. When 
there is any ailment or weakness in any part of the body, the subject 
is most apt to feel or have signs of pain (especially in the case of 
rheumatism) when the moon is passing through the sign which rules 
that particular part of the body. 

These laws hold good for beast as well as man, and in the case of 
castration on horses, cattle, hogs, etc., these operations should be per- 
formed after the moon has passed through Scorpio, which sign rules 
the generative organs. From this time on the moon js on the de- 
crease, and in the signs of the lower limbs—Sagittarius, Capricorn, 
Aquarius, and Pisces. If operated on when the moon is in any of 
these signs the animal will suffer less pain, less swelling and a smaller 
loss of blood, and will recover quickly from the operation. 

We find in hospitals when people are very ill, that they are gen- 
erally in the most feverish condition about twelve o’clock or two a.m. 
and many deaths occur around these hours. This is' due to the fact 
that there is a direct effect upon the earth through magnetism and 
gravitation, The sun at midnight adds its power of gravitation to 
that of the earth, and increases the vital burdens. ‘This depression 
is relieved when the sun rises to its zenith. 


Kinirnc Noxious PLANTs 


The observer will find that the best time for killing all noxious 
growths, such as wild morningglories, weeds, thistles, and all under- 
growth, is during the month of August, and especially at the time 
of the new moon, or when the moon is in the sign Leo, as this is a 
fire sign ruled by the sun, and the most barren of the twelve signs. 
It rules from July 23 to August 23, and the moon takes from two to 
three days to pass through it every. lunar month. Gemini and Virgo 
are also barren signs, but not as powerful for destruction as Leo. A 
test of this kind can be made by any gardener or agriculturist without 
going to much trouble, and he will find that when noxious growths 
are cut when the moon is in the sign Cancer, or when the sun is in 
Cancer (from June 22 to July 23), or while the moon is in any other 
fruitful sign such as Libra, Scorpio, or Pisces, the growth will come 
up again almost as fast as he can cut it down. The observer must 
refer to an astrological moon table or almanac prepared for the cur- 
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rent year, as the moon will be in these signs on different dates each 
year. 


: Harvest 
All fruits, such as apples and pears, and vegetables, such as po- 
tatoes and other roots, should be gathered when the moon is in air 
or fire signs. If gathered when in earth or water signs, they are 
most apt to rot, and will not keep long. 


SIGNS OF THE ZODIAC 

On the following page is a table classifying the signs of the 
Zodiac, and showing the different parts of the body ruled by the 
different signs according to the influence of Luna, the moon. The 
reader must not get confused between the moon in the constellation 
and the sign, as there is about a day and a half difference or 15 
degrees. The constellation is always ahead of the sign in the Zodiac, 
and as the effect takes place upon the earth the sign comes first. The 
moon in the constellation is well enough for astronomical purposes, 
but must be in the sign for astrological purposes. This may be found 
in any good almanac such as Raphael’s Almanac of London, Eng- 
land, or Hicks’ Almanac of St. Louis, Mo., U.S.A.

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CHAPTER XX 
THe SuN AND Members OF THE SOLAR SysTEM 


HE members of the solar system are the sun, the planets and their 

satellites, the planetoids, the comets, and the meteors, though it 
may be that many of the comets and the meteors are only temporary 
members of the solar family. The sun is in all respects the most im- 
portant body in the system. Its gravitative power holds the planets 
in their orbits, and its light and heat illuminate and warm them. It 
is impossible to consider the planets and comets without considering 
their relations to the sun, but it is quite possible to discuss the sun 
without particular reference to the planets. For the present we shall 
be interested in all those members of the system except the sun, 

There are eight planets in the solar system, which in order of their 
distances from the sun are: Mercury, 36,000,000 miles; Venus, 
67,200,000 miles; Earth, 92,900,000 miles; Mars, 141,500,000 
miles; Jupiter, 483,300,000 miles; Saturn, 886,000,000 miles; 
Uranus, 1,781,900,000 miles; Neptune, 2,791,600,000 miles. Astro- 
logically the sun and the moon are considered planets from the earth, 
and have more influence upon the earth than all the others put to- 
gether. The first six have been known from prehistoric times. 
Uranus was discovered by Sir William Herschel in 1781 and Nep- 
tune was discovered by Galle in 1846. 

The planetoids are like the planets, whence their name, except 
they are very small and very numerous. Nearly all of them revolve 
around the sun in the region between the orbit of Mars and the 
orbit of Jupiter. 

The comets and meteors are wandering members of the system. 
which pass around the sun in elongated orbits, sometimes going out 
so far they never return. 


Orpits OF THE PLANETS 
The character of the orbits of the planets was first found by 
Kepler about 1618 by discussing particularly Tycho Brahe’s obser- 
vations of Mars. The three laws of planetary motion which he dis- 
covered are: 
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Law I. Every planet moves so that the radius from the sun to 
it sweeps over equal areas in equal intervals of time, whatever this 
length. 

Law II. The orbit of every planet is an ellipse with the sun 
at one of its foci. 

Law III. The squares of the periods of any two planets are to 
each other as the cubes of their respective mean distances from the 
sun. 
The law of gravitation was the most important discovery of Sir 
Isaac Newton, one of the greatest men the world has ever produced. 


THE SUN 


The diameter of the sun is-about 866,000 miles. 

Without the power, light and heat from this great mass life upon 
this planet could not exist, as it is the life-giver of all things. It is a 
matter of common observation that the sun furnishes the earth an 
enormous amount of light. Compared to full sunlight almost any 
artificial light used for illumination seems dull and feeble. A direct 
measurement of the intensity of sunlight shows that it is 60,000 times 
that of the standard candle at a distance of one yard. 

Notwithstanding the fact that the sun’s energy is not directly 
available as a sorce of power, it is worthy of note that almost all the 
energy which we use has been derived indirectly from the sun. A 
former important source of energy was the wind, which drove thou- 
sands and thousands of windmills and pushed boats over the seas. 
The energy of the wind is entirely due to the sun. The wind blows 
because the sun heats up the equatorial zone of the earth more than 
it does the higher altitudes. The sun’s heat raises the water in the 
form of vapor from the oceans and lower levels into the atmosphere, 
and the wind carried it in many cases thousands of miles out over 
the land where it fell as rain or snow on the mountains and in the 
higher latitudes. 

One of the most important sources of energy at the present time 
for mechanical purposes is undoubtedly coal. The coal had its origin 
in plant life which flourished ages ago, consequently the energy which 
the coal gives off when consumed in our furnaces was originally de- 
tived from plants. Now, the plants get their energy from the sun, 
It follows from the fact that the plants receive their energy from 
the sun that the animals which live upon plants receive their energy 
almost entirely from the sun. As a matter of fact, almost all the 
motion and activities which come under our observation, except 
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the motions of the heavenly bodies themselves, are due to the energy 
derived from the sun. 

The sun’s surface is radiating heat and light at an enormous rate. 
On the average 140,000 horsepower are continuously radiated from 
every square yard of the sun’s surface. No blast furnace so far de- 
vised could develop energy at this enormous rate. Expressed in other 
terms, the heat of the sun would melt a layer of ice 4,000 feet thick 
every hour over its whole surface. 

About half of the elements known to the earth have been found 
to exist in the sun. Among the more common ones we may mention 
are: hydrogen, helium, carbon, oxygen, sodium, magnesium, alum- 
inum, silicon, potassium, calcium, iron, nickel, copper, zinc, silver, 
tin, and lead. ‘The state of the sun can be imagined when it is 
found that in its cooler atmosphere all of these elements are in a 
gaseous condition. a 

The sun is the life-giver of all things. Without it we could not 
live an instant. It directly supplies us with light, heat, and other 
forms of energy, and indirectly with foods, clothing, and in fact, 
everything we use. Astrologically, the sun rules the life principle, 
the divine spark. It is the heart of our universe and it rules the 
heart of man. It rules pride, dignity, honor, loyalty, and those of 
authority, the male sex, or stands for man, and rules the constellation 
Leo, the fifth sign of the Zodiac. 


Tue Moon 


The standard method of determining the real motion of a 
heavenly body is, first, to get its apparent motion from the actual 
observation, and second, to get indirectly its real motion. The moon 
apparently moves eastward among the stars, completing a circuit of 
the sky in a little less than a month. Its apparent orbit is a great 
circle on the celestial sphere, though it does not coincide with the 
equator. It is near the ecliptic, deviating from it by only five degrees, 
nine minutes. When the moon is in that part of its orbit where the 
ecliptic is north of the equator it crosses the meridian in its diurnal 
motion high in the sky, and when it is in that part of its orbit 
where the ecliptic is south of the equator it crosses the meridian in its 
diurnal motion low in the sky. Since it makes the complete circuit of 
its orbit in a month there are times each month when it crosses the 
meridian high it rises in the northeast and sets in the northwest, just 
as the sun rises in the northeast in the summer time and sets in the 
northwest. 
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The period of revolution of the moon around the earth can be 
determined by its motion with respect to the stars or its motion with 
respect to the sun. The time it takes the moon to go from a certain 
place among the stars around the sky back to the same place again is 
called the sidereal month. It is found from the observations that its 
length is 27 days, 7 hours, 43 minutes, and 11.55 seconds, It follows 
from the moon’s apparent motion and its distance that it moves 
around the earth in an orbit whose circumference is about 1,500,680 
miles. Dividing this by the sidereal period it is found that the 
moon’s orbital velocity averages about 2,290 miles per hour, or 
3,357 feet per second. 

The actual diameter of the moon is 2,163 miles. This result is 
known with the same degree of certainty as the distance to the moon. 
The diameter of the moon is about 27 per cent of that of the earth. 
The mean distance from the earth to the moon is 238,840 miles. The 
distance is about ten times as far as around the earth. 

The moon has little or no atmosphere. This is proved by the fact 
that its surface always stands out with remarkable distinctness, there 
never being the slightest evidence of clouds or obscuring vapor. 

One might well ask why the moon has no atmosphere. The ex- 
planation and one that is almost certainly correct, is that the moon 
has not sufficient gravitative power to hold an atmosphere. 

The moon keeps the same face toward the earth all the time and 
consequently it turns on its axis once in a month. Its day is therefore 
a sydonic month of 28.5 of our days. Therefore the day side of the 
moon is subject to the intense rays of the sun with no protection of 
clouds or atmosphere, and the night side loses its heat rapidly and the 
temperature falls very low. 

For more than 14 days its surface is subject to the burning rays 
of the sun, and then for more than 14 days it is in darkness. Dur- 
ing the long period it receives light and heat from the sun its 
temperature rises very high, probably reaching the boiling point. 
During the long night its temperature falls very low, perhaps 220° 
or 250° below zero. 

In photographing the moon’s surface there is found to be many 
craters, one of which is named Theophilus. ‘This crater is 64 miles 
across. Its depth is from 16,000 to 19,000 feet. In the interior 
of Theophilus there are mountains which are about 16,000 feet 
high. This is only one of many such craters that can be seen on 
the moon by optical aid. 

We are indebted to the moon for many things. The attraction 
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of the moon and sun on the equator bulge gives us the purifying 
motion of the seas known as tides. Without these daily currents 
the oceans would become stagnant and unhealthful to such an ex- 
tent that we could not live on their shores. 

Astrologically, the moon is known to affect the mentally affected, 
and her effect on certain functions of the female organism is well 
known. This is due to the fact that she has intimate connec- 
tions with all that has to do with feeling, emotion, sensation, and 
represents the personal traits of character. 

In the Zodiac the moon rules the sign or constellation Cancer. It 
rules over common things, the general public, liquids, silver, the soul, 
and domestic affairs, and changeableness. It has a powerful effect on 
all vegetable and animal life. The sun and moon are opposites, male 
and female, masculine and feminine, positive and negative. 


Mercury, THE Mrinp RULER 


This little planet is about 36,000,000 miles from the sun, and 
travels on its orbit at the rate of about 28 miles per second and 
travels around the sun in about 88 days. Mercury being an infer- 
ior planet, it is not situated very conveniently for observation be- 
cause when it is nearest to us the dark side of it is toward us. On 
this account the surface markings of this body are not so well known 
as those of the superior planets, some of which are not so near 
the earth. Murcury can be observed the best in the daytime. Many 
faint dark lines have been noted upon it, particularly by Lowell. 
From the study of these he inferred that the planet rotates on its 
axis once during its revolution around the sun. The fact that 
these streaks are visible shows that the planet has little or no 
atmosphere. When it passes between us and the sun it appears 
like a sharp disk on the surface of the sun, and this also proves 
the absence of any atmosphere. ‘This result would be expected 
because the small gravitative power of this planet cannot hold an 
atmosphere. Another reason for believing that Mercury has no 
atmosphere is that its reflective power is very low. ‘The observa- 
tions show that it reflects only about 17 per cent of the light which 
falls upon it, which is about the same proportion as that reflected 
by the moon. , 

The climatic conditions of Mercury are most extreme, espe- 
. cially if one side is always toward the sun, as now seems to be the 
case. This side is exposed perpetually to the sun’s burning rays 
at a distance where they are about nine times as intense as they 
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are on the earth. The other side is never favored by its warmth and 
light. The one side is a region of perpetual torridity and the other 
of continual frigidity. It is almost certain that a planet in the state 
in which Mercury seems to be cannot support life similar to that 
which flourishes on the earth. 
Astrologically, Mercury is the “winged messenger of the gos,” 

It becomes the planet of memory and represents in its highest and 
separate influence the thinker, or the mind ruler. The influence 
of this planet is good when with good planets, and bad when as- 
pected with bad planets. It rules over speech, hearing, books, writ- 
ing, general education and reason. In the Zodiac constellations 
it rules the signs Gemini and Virgo. 


VENUS 


Venus is the second planet from the sun, and is not situated 
very conveniently for observation because when it is nearest to us 
the dark side is toward us. This planet resembles our earth to a 
great extent. It is about 67,200,000 miles from the sun, is about 
8,000 miles in diameter and travels on its orbit at the rate of 22 
miles per second, and travels around the sun in about 225 days. 
Venus has an extensive atmosphere, as is indicated by its great 
brilliance, reflecting as it does 76 per cent of the light which falls 
upon it, and by the illuminated ring which surrounds it when it 
passes across the sun’s disk. Furthermore, it follows from the kinet- 
ic theory of gases that, since Venus has a gravitative power at the 
surface nearly equal to that of the earth, it should hold an atmos- 
phere as the earth does. 

It has not been possible to detect many surface markings upon 
Venus because of the extensive atmosphere envelope which surrounds 
it. At the present time it is impossible to say even what its period 
of rotation is. Some observers have supposed they found evidence 
that it was approximately 24 hours and other observers have been 
equally convinced that their observations have shown them that it 
always keeps the same face toward the sun. If the former con- 
clusion is correct the succession of day and night and the seasonal 
changes on Venus are very similar to those of the earth, though 
because of its nearness to the sun the climate should be very warm 
—though not so hot as the climate of Mercury. The reasons for 
the difference between Venus and Mercury in this respect are, first, 
that Venus is farther from the sun than Mercury is, and, second, 
that the temperature of Venus would be largely equalized by the 
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atmosphere. This planet is the most beautiful planet in our uni- 
verse, on account of its great brilliance, and can often be seen in 
full daylight. Venus is the ideal vision of the sky. 

Astrologically, Venus is known as the planet of love and unity, 
harmony and bliss, and is termed “the Lesser Benefic.” It rules affec- 
tion, human love, art, and all that is beautiful, and it bestows 
great charms to the female sex. In the Zodiac it rules the signs 
Taurus and Libra. Its beauties and charms can well be seen in 
the children of Libra. 


Mars 


The planet Mars is at times situated more favorably for ob- 
servations from the earth than any other celestial body except the 
moon. Its distance from the earth at its nearest approach is about 
34,000,000 miles and it is 141,500,000 miles from the sun. At. 
this time it is opposite the sun in the sky and appears on the merid- 
ian at midnight with the illuminated side toward the earth. This 
star can be easily recognized as it shines like a red lamp in the 
sky. Mars travels around the sun in about 665 of our days, and 
travels on its orbit at the rate of twelve miles per second. The 
reflecting power of Mars is low, implying in accordance with 
the discussion made above that it has a small atmosphere. Other 
observations confirm this conclusion. Its surface is nearly always 
well visible, showing rarely any indication of clouds. Probably 
the only clouds that are observed are dust storms. ‘The explana- 
tion for the scanty atmosphere of this planet is that its mass is 
so small and its surface gravity so feeble that it has not power to 
control one. If Mars does control an atmosphere, probably it is , 
made up largely of the heavier gases. Probably atmospheric pres- 
sure on Mars does not exceed that on the top of our highest moun- 
tains. 

Photographs made by Barnard, with the great 40-inch Yerkes 
telescope, show one side of Mars on which can be seen large shaded.’ 
areas with a peninsular projection similar to that of the Indian 
Peninsula in southern Asia. ‘The light-colored parts of Mars are 
actually a sort of dull, brick-colored red, and it is this which gives 
it its ruddy appearance in the sky. The shaded areas have a slight- 
ly greenish tinge. The day of Mars is 24 hours, 37 minutes, 22.7 
seconds long reckoned in our moon solar time. 

By the observations in 1877 of Schiaparelli, an Italian astronomer, 
and those of Lowell during fifteen years of observations at Flag 
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staff, Arizona, many markings have been discovered on Mars that 
are known as channels or canals. Besides the canals on Mars, the 
most interesting other feature is the changing polar caps. When 
the autumn of a hemisphere of the planet comes on, the polar 
region, extending down 25 degrees to 35 degrees from the pole, is 
covered with a white mantle shining with the brilliance of snow. 
This white covering appears suddenly, remains all winter, and dis- 
appears gradually in the spring, sometimes entirely vanishing at 
midsummer. It reappears rather suddenly in the autumn. 
Assuming that the polar caps are snow and that canals on Mars 
actually exist as they are seen by a few observers, the question of 
their explanation becomes one of considerable interest. Some ob- 
servers believe the canals are streaks of vegetation. This con- 
clusion is to some extent supported by the fact that they appear 
in the spring, remain visible during the summer, and disappear 
in the autumn. Lowell pushed the theory much further by sup- 
posing that the canals are streaks of vegetation which grow be- 
cause the territory on which they appear is irrigated. This im- 
plies the existence of life and a high order of intelligence on Mars. 
Mars is attended by two very small moons, revolving from 
west to east around it sensibly in the plane of its equator. They 
are so small and so near the bright planet that they were not dis- 
covered until 1877, when Hall found them with the great telescope 
of the Naval Observatory at Washington. They can be seen only 
with a few of the largest telescopes in the world, Hall named these 
satellites Phoebus and Deimos. Phoebus is 5,850 miles from the 
center of the planet or only 3,750 miles from its surface. Dimos 
is distant 14,650 miles from the center of the planet. The diameters 
of the satellites of Mars are probably approximately ten miles, and 
they travel around the planet in from 7 to 30 hours. 
Astrologically, Mars is known as “the Energiser.” Mars is 
considered an evil planet, but is only evil when the great force 
which it radiates is abused. It has chief influence over the animal 
nature of man. It rules over strife, wars, dynamic energy, violence, 
fevers, sharp instruments, lying, gambling and “mars” the life in 
many ways. It is considered “the Lesser Malefic.” The good 
vibrations from this planet are strength, courage, intense ambition, 
and aggressiveness. These are the great principles and forces which 
it radiates in abundance. 
In the Zodiac constellations Mars rules the signs Aries and 
Scorpio. 
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JUPITER 

Jupiter is about 483,300,000 miles from the sun, and travels 
around the sun in about 11 years, 10 months, and 17 days. It 
travels on its orbit at the rate of eight miles per second. This 
planet is 90,190 miles through the equator. Jupiter is‘a very bright 
object in the sky, its magnitude depending upon its great size and the 
bright reflective power of its surface. When the computations are 
made it is found that Jupiter reflects about two-thirds of the sun- 
light which falls upon it. From this it can be inferred that it has 
an extensive atmosphere. This conclusion is supported by many 
other considerations. The mean density of the planet is very low 
and probably we never have seen its solid surface, if, indeed, it has 
any. One of the most conspicuous features ever seen upon Jupiter 
is what is known as “‘the great red spot,” which was until recently 
a pale, pinkish oval extending parallel to the equator for 30,000 
miles and in the opposite direction 7,000. miles. 

From observations of the spots and other distinct markings on 
Jupiter the period of its rotation on its axis has been found to be 
on the average about nine hours and 54 minutes. No other celes- 
tial body. is known whose period of rotation is so short as this. 
And since the circumference of the whole planet is nearly 300,000 
miles, it follows that the rate of rotatlon at the equator is about 
30,000 miles an hour. The variation in the rate of rotation of the 
different parts of Jupiter is not entirely irregular. As a rule the 
equatorial parts rotate most rapidly. ‘There are, however, some 
dissimilarities between the two hemispheres. There is no copclu- 
sive explanation of the reason why the various zones of Jupiter 
rotate with different periods, or why the rate of rotation of the dif- 
ferent spots varies from time to time. 

Owing to the changes on its surface, probably this planet is 
largely gaseous, though the pressure at great depths is so great that 
it may be the laws of gases are not strictly obeyed. The surface 
gravity is 2.6 times that of the earth. It has often been supposed 
that its surface is itself hot and partly self:luminous. One can 
scarcely escape this conclusion when he looks into the sky at Jupiter 
and sees how exceedingly brilliant it is. Jupiter may be very hot 
throughout most of its volume, but its surface is yet so cool that it 
gives-out no sensible quantity of light. « 

The inclination of the plane of Jupiter's equator to that of its 
orbit is only three degrees. ‘The eccentricity of its orbit is very small. 
‘Consequently there are no marked seasonal changes on this planet. 
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Jupiter is surrounded by a remarable family of satellites. Four 
of them are large, ranging in diameter from 2,000 to 3,600 miles. 
‘These four were first seen by Galileo in 1610. The fifth was dis- 
covered by Barnard, at the Lick Observatory, in 1892. Since 1905 
three new satellites revolving at a great distance from the planet 
have been discovered. They range in distance from about 6,500,000 . 
to 12,000,000 miles from Jupiter. These eight satellites revolve 
at a distance of 261,000 miles to 12,000,000 miles, and the periods 
of their orbits are from 12 hours to 550 days. 

Astrologially, Jupiter is the planet of morality, pure love, and 
justice, and is known as “the Great Uplifter.” The vibrations com- 
ing through this planet lead to sympathy and untiring effort to do 
good to all. It rules over the higher mind, long journeys, religion, 
philosophy, bankers and finance. ‘The nature is jovial and strongly 
benefic. ‘The abuse of these vibrations causes the simulation of 
Jupiterian virtues, leading to hypocrisy, especially in regard to re- 
ligion, and the good nature is marred in many directions. In the 
Zodiac signs this planet rules the sign Sagittarius, the house of 
religion, and has some influence upon the constellation Pisces, the 
house of confinement. 


SATURN 
The Wonder of the Solar System 

Saturn is the most interesting planet in the solar system. Saturn 
-1s 886,000,000 miles from the sun, and travels around the sun in 
a period of 29 years and 6 months. It travels on its orbit at the 
rate of six miles per second. This planet is 76,470 miles through 
the equator. 

Saturn is distinguished by a remarkable system of rings which 
surround it in the plane of its equator. The diameter of the outer 
ting is approximately 175,000 miles. Between the outer ring and 
the brightest one is a vacant space about 2200 miles in width. This 
is known as Cassini’s division, having been discovered by the French 
astronomer Cassini. Inside of Cassini’s division is the brightest ring, 
whose width is about 18,000 miles. Near its exterior it is brilliantly 
luminous, shining as brightly as the planet itself, but it fades out 
gradually toward its interior border. Inside of the bright ring is 
a fainter ring known as the crepe ring, which was discovered in 
this country and also in England about fifty years ago. Its width 
is about 11,000 miles. Then between the inner edge of the crepe 
ring and the planet is a gap of about 6000 miles, These rings are 
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very thin, their thickness cannot exceed 50 miles. For many years 
after their discovery by Galileo, it was supposed that they were 
perhaps composed of solid or liquid material. It was proved by . 
Laplace that such a constitution is impossible. If they were solid 
the attraction of the planet would crush them unless they were made | 
of stronger material than anything we know. A liquid state is equal- 
ly impossible. Consequently there remains only one hypothesis, 
and that is that it is made up of a vast swarm of small particles 
circulating around the planet’s equator. This theory was suggested 
nearly two hundred years ago but was not generally adopted until 
recent times. Under this hypothesis every separate particle moves 
like a satellite, free from all the others except at times of possible 
collisions. About twenty years ago the spectroscope was used to 
determine how these particles moved, and it was found that their 
motions were in perfect harmony with the theory that the rings 
are made up of great swarms of small particles which revolve in- 
dependently of one another. 

This planet itself is somewhat similar to Jupiter, though the 
markings on it are less distinct. ‘There is a bright equatorial belt 
and many slightly darker zones in the higher altitudes. The polar 
regions are generally darker than any other part of the planet. It 
has been difficult to find spots which are lasting enough and con- 
spicuous enough to enable the observers to determine the period 
of Saturn’s rotation. But those determinations which have been 
made show that this planet rotates on its axis in a little more than 
ten hours. 

Saturn is also similar to Jupiter in the fact that its equatorial 
zone rotates more rapidly than its higher latitudes. Likewise there 
are relative drifts of different parts at high speeds. Since Saturn 
has a density considerably less than water one would not expect 
to find it in any way solid, at least near its surface. It is almost 
certain that Saturn is gaseous to a great depth, and perhaps through- 
out. The planet is certainly in an early stage of its evolution and 
will not become suitable for the existence and development of life 
until after it undergoes enormous changes. 

The plane of Saturn’s equator is inclined to that of its orbit by 
27 degrees. For this reason the seasonal changes would be marked. 

Saturn is so far from the sun that it receives only a small percent- 
age of light and heat from the sun. But the atmosphere is an im- 
portant factor which must not be neglected. 
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Saturn has more known satellites than any other planet. The 
last two of the ten were discovered by photography. The one near- 
est to Saturn is distant from its center 117,000 miles. The one 
farthest is distant about 8,000,000 miles. Their periods of revolu- 
tion vary from about 225 hours to 550 days. ‘These satellites 
vary in diameter from 100 or 200 miles to 3000 miles. A re- 
markable thing about these satellites is that all of them revolve 
from west to east with the exception of the ninth, which revolves 
in the opposite direction. 

Astrologically, this planet is considered an evil one, and ifs 
nature is limiting, restricting, and binding. Its mission appears 
to restrict and restrain in order that the experience it brings may 
leave a lasting impression. It rules over sorrow, limitation, poverty, 
death, dark places, the bones, minerals, and the earth. It gives its 
subjects deep and serious thought, and an impulse to strive for per- 
fection. When badly aspected, it stands for theft, deceit, pessimism, 
gloom, and despondency, and causes delays and disappointments. 

Saturn is the sternest and hardest teacher of the great soul; 
but when the scholar is willing to learn, he will become faithful, 
patient, and honest, and have great ambition for worldly things. 

In the Zodiac constellations this planet rules the sign Capri- 
corn, and has some influence on the sign Aquarius. 


Uranus 

Uranus is so far from the sun that it appears in the sky as a 
faint object of the sixth magnitude. This planet is 1,781,900,000 
miles from the sun, and travels around the sun in about 84 years. 
Uranus is 34,900 miles in diameter. It was discovered in 1781 
by Sir William Herschel, who was then carrying out his program 
of sweeping the whole sky for interesting objects. Herschel as a 
young man was a professional musician and orginally took up astron- 
omy only as a pastime. His imagination became fired by the myster- 
ies of the heavens and he determined to explore them so far as 
was in his power. He took up the study of the theory of optical 
instruments and of other branches of mathematics and astronomy. 
With his own hands he made many telescopes. It was with one of 
these that he discovered the planet Uranus. 

Uranus is so far away that its disk is apparently very small 
even when seen through a large telescope. It is remarkable that 
Herschel should have noticed that it differed in appearance from 
astar. At first he did not suspect that he had found a new planet. 
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He informed his friends of the peculiar object which he had seen 
and expressed his opinion that it might be a comet. If it were not a 
star its position would change rapidly with respect to them. Ob- 
servations showed in a few days that it was moving and a few 
weeks that instead of being a comet it was, indeed, a new planet. 
This was the first world discovered in historic times. 

Four satellites have been discovered revolying about Uranus. 
They all move sensibly in the same plane, which is almost at right 
angle to the plane of the planet’s orbit. If the planet’s equator is 
in the plane of the orbits of the satellites, as we may perhaps infer 
from analogy with the other planets particularly Jupiter and Saturn, 
then the inclination of its equator to the plane of its orbit is about 
90 degrees. 

It. is not possible that Uranus has seasons in any respect similar 
to the earth. Uranus is so far from the sun and the earth that 
its mean temperature must be many degrees below zero. At its 
nearest distance from the earth it is 1,600,000,000 miles away. Its 
rate of rotation is not yet determined. 

Little is directly known regarding the physical condition of 
Uranus except its density. From a study of its light, made partic- 
ularly at the Lowell Observatory, it is inferred that Uranus has © 
an extensive atmosphere made up to a considerable degree of light 
gases, 

It is found from the observations that Uranus reflects about 
60 per cent of the sunlight which falls upon it, and this also goes 
to support the conclusion that it has an extensive cloud-filled 
atmosphere. 

Astrologically, Uranus is considered an evil. planet. The good 
vibrations from this planet are intense thought and quick action, 
and it rules the higher or electric nerve system. It also rules over 
science, inventions, electricity, and astrology, and is the higher 
octave of Mercury. Uranus has a strong influence over aviation 
and all things pertaining to the air. In the Zodiac constellation it 
rules the sign Aquarius. 


NEPTUNE 


Neptune is the planet most remote from the sun, so far as is 
known, and is most inconveniently situated for observations from 
the earth, Neptune is 2,791,600,000 miles from the sun. It 
travels on its orbit around the sun in about 164 years, and is 32,900 
miles in diameter. No surface markings on it have been detected 
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and nothing is known regarding. the character of its surface or the 
tate of its rotation. From its low mean density, high reflective 
power, and the character of the light its atmosphere absorbs, it is 
inferred that it has surrounding it an extensive atmosphere of 
light gases. 

Neptune has one known satellite which revolves around the 
planet in a period of about six days and has a diameter of about 
2000 miles. The plane of the satellite’s motion is inclined to the 
plane of the orbit of the planet by 35 degrees, and its motion is in 
the retrograde direction. If the satellite is in the plane of the 
planet’s equator, and if the planet rotates in the direction of the 
satellite, it is the only example known of a planet rotating back- 
wards. 

The discovery of Neptune, made in 1846, was the result of 
one of the most brilliant predictions ever made to science. Irregu- 
larities in the motion of Uranus led to it. Once a planet has been 
discovered, the orbit of it can be found from a few observations, 
and its position thereafter can be predicted for any length of time, 
however great. 

After Herschel discovered Uranus and had made a number of 
observations the position of it was calculated for many years. By 
1820, or about 40 years after its discovery, it was found that the 
planet was deviating a little from its predicted path, By 1830 the 
deviation was a little greater, and had become sufficiently large 
enough to disturb astronomers. Shortly after 1830 a German 
astronomer named Bessel suggested that perhaps Uranus was de- 
flected from its predicted path because of the attraction for it of 
an unknown planet situated out beyond it. 

But to find the unknown planet was quite a problem and no 
one had the courage to try and solve it. The matter rested for 
the time, and later a young man named Adams, of Cambridge, 
England, and one named Leverrier of Paris, took up the problem. 
Adams finished his results in 1845, and found where the unknown 
planet must be. He took his figures to English astronomers and 
asked them to search for it, but failed to get any action on the 
problem, and being discouraged he let the matter drop. In the 
meantime Leverrier finished his work by a different method. He 
sent the results to a young German astronomer. named Galle. This 
young man, as soon as receiving the letter from Leverrier, turned 
his telescope into the sky as soon as it became dark, and within an 
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hour after he had begun to search he found the unknown planet 
Neptune. 

As it takes this planet 165 years to make its orbit around the 
sun, and has only been about 80 years since its discovery, there 
cannot be much said about its habits or just what influence it has 
upon the earth and its inhabitants. 

Astrologially, as far as known it is called “the mystic planet,” 
and rules over secrets, insanity, sleep-producing drugs, gases, poi- 
sons, drowning, and imprisonment. Always peculiar, and difficult 
to understand, it rules spiritualism, the occult, or the hidden, 
secrets, and is peculiarly connected with the sea. It is considered 
a malefic, as few can respond to the higher side of Neptune. 

In the Zodiac constellations it rules the sign Pisces, to a great 
extent. This sign was symbolled in all ages by two fishes tied 
together, and was known as the house of confinement.
